Slow Driver Menace 
'By increasing the prima facie 
speed limit to 55 miles an hour,” 
he said, ‘‘the legislature gave as­ 
surance to the law abiding motor­ 
ist that he may travel at that 
speed under all conditions, except 
where a lower speed is indicated 
by zone restrictions, without fear 
of being molested 
by highway 
patrolmen. In fact, the legislature 
recognized that in many instances 
the slow driver is a greater men­ 
ace to highway safety that the 
fast driver, particularly the habit­ 
ually slow driver who crawls along 
at a snail’s pace and forces traf­ 
fic to pile up behind him. 
“In granting this increase, the 
legislature 
recognized that the 
modern automobile can be safely 
negotiated over modern highways 
at a speed considerable higher 
than 45 miles an hour in the pro­ 
per hands and under the proper 
conditions. It recognized that the 
old maximum was too low and j 
that intelligent drivers might be ! 
permitted to travel at a higher 
maximum without a proportion­ 
ate increase in the risk to life 
and property.

15-Mile Limit 
“Recognition 
is given to the 
fact that conditions exist at cer­ 
tain portions where it is necessary 
for safety to curtail speed. For 
that reason a 15-mile an hour 
limit still applies when passing 
a school building, traversing a 
grade 
crossing, 
approaching a 
curve or crossing an intersection. 
Similarly the law retains a 25- 
mile speed limit for business and 
residence districts but permits the 
department of public works to 
raise these limits when advisable 
to 35 or 45 miles.

(UP)—The state o f Califo rnia, 
like any respo nsible business o r­ 
ganizatio n, pay s the legitimate ex ­ 
penses o f its emplo y es when they 
are absent fro m ho me o n o fficial 
business. 
Hindered By Red Tape 
But unlike a private firm, which 
can ex ercise rigid co ntro l o ver its 
wo rkers, the state is so co mplicat­ 
ed with red tape and unclear leg 
islatio n that ex pense acco unt abus 
es have arisen, usually deliberate 
but also unwitting in so me cases 
One o f the majo r po ints was the 
"headquarters” o f a state o fficial 
where he was presumed to have 
his ho me and hence was no t en 
titled to an ex pense acco unt. The 
questio n has been kicked aro und 
fo r several y ears, co ming to a head 
with the recent case invo lving 
Clarence Urban, state real estate 
co mmissio ner. 
Pro blem Befo re Bo ard 
Finally , the state bo ard o f co n­ 
tro l ex pects to wo rk o ut an equi­ 
table and final so lutio n at its nex t 
meeting o n Octo ber 7 . Backed by 
so me legislatio n and definte o pin­ 
io ns fro m the atto rney general, the 
bo ard is determined to sto p chis­ 
eling o n ex pense acco unts 
The 1941 legislature empo wered 
the bo ard o f co ntro l to designate 
the headquarters o f the depart­ 
ment head, who in turn wo uld de­ 
termine the po int fo r o ther o ffi­ 
cers, agents and emplo y es o f the 
divisio n. 
To assist State Co ntro ller Har­ 
ry B. Riley check o ver the ac­ 
co unts, a circular will be filled by 
each department head fo r all his 
emplo y es.

er city as his headquarters and 
then co llect a per diem ex pense 
acco unt fo r mo st o f the time. Lo s 
Angeles alway s has presented a 
kno tty pro blem because it is so 
large, but these and o ther head­ 
aches will be clarified co nsider­ 
ably when the sy stem is wo rked 
o ut finally . 
The decentralizatio n o f state 
go vernment has been partially at 
fault in the matter. While it wo uld 
seem lo gical that all departments 
wo uld have their headquarters in 
Sacramento , such is far fro m the 
mento , wo uld designate so me o th- case.

tice, to all retrievers o f its "bo t­ 
tle papers” that it is in no po ­ 
sitio n to pay them fo r their ef­ 
fo rts o r even settle their finan­ 
cial difficulties. 
Currents Charted 
The bo ttle papers, issued by 
the maritime security divisio n o f 
the 
nav y ’s hy dro graphic o ffice, 
are used to chart the currents o f 
the seven seas. 
Briefly , this is ho w they are 
used. 
A ship’s 
captain 
marks 
do wn the lo catio n o f his vessel 
and the date. He inserts the pap 
er in a bo ttle, seals it tight and 
thro ws it 
o verbo ard. 
Weeks o r 
mo nths later so meo ne finds the 
bo ttle washed asho re. 
The find 
er no tes the date 
and 
lo catio n 
where he fo und it and fo rwards 
the paper to the hy dro graphic o f 
fice here. 
Facts Are Assembled 
"By this metho d,” said William 
G. Watt, 
chief o f the 
divsio n 
we are able to chart the currents 
o n large 
maps and 
determine 
their intensity and directio n.” 
The "paper” 
indicates clearly 
that the navy department has no 
funds available to reco mpense the 
retrievers, 
altho ugh 
it usually 
sends them o ne o f its 
current 
charts as a reward fo r their tro u­ 
ble. 
"Ho wever, natives o f the co un 
tries where mo st o f the papers 
are fo und, such as Ireland and 
the Bahamas, think America is 
rich,” bemo ans Watt, "and they 
o ften write 
tear-jerking letters 
lamenting their misfo rtunes and 
begging fo r so me remuneratio n.” 
One letter fro m an Irishman in 
co uny May o 
wro te: "Po o r man 
with 12 kids in po o r circumstan­ 
ces . 
in tro uble with landlo rd 
abo ut rent . . . ho ping y o u- will 
help me o ut o f my difficulty .”

"The

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PLANES OVER AMERICA 
Perhap s y ou hav e noted of late the increas­ 
ing nu mber of p lanes ov erhead. If y ou hav en’t, 
y ou soon will, for America is sp rou ting wings— 
and California is home base for the nation’s 
av iation indu stry . 
And Santa Ana is right in the midst of all 
this fly ing. In three day s last week two hu n­ 
dred and thirty “foreign” p lanes landed at the 
cou nty airp ort. By “foreign” p lanes we mean 
ship s that are not hangared on the local field. 
The local airp ort is a regu lar stop for cross­ 
cou ntry fly ing of many civ ilian 
and 
cadet 
trainees. 
Unless Germany wins the battle of the sk ies 
within the nex t few week s, all chance of su ch 
a v ictory will be gone, in the op inion of Ameri­ 
can ex p erts, for this cou ntry ’s warp lane p rodu c­ 
tion finally is going ahead at su ch a terrific 
p ace that no nation on earth will be able to 
match it, au thorities state. 
German warp lane p rodu ction is officially es­ 
timated at from 1500 to 2000 combat ship s a 
month, 
and 
the highest monthly 
ou tp u t of 
American military ’ p lanes, thu s far, was 1400, 
o f which 400 w’ere trainers. Bu t by the first of 
the y ear, barring new strik es or acu te shortages 
o f materials, the American airp lane indu stry will 
hav e achiev ed su ch mass ou tp u t that one com­ 
p any In this cou ntry will v irtu ally du p licate the 
entire German p rodu ction of combat 
p lanes. 
Su ch was the belief of Glenn Martin when v isit- 
. Jng in Santa Ana a few week s ago. 
Planes ov er America are a good omen, not 
t cau se of foreboding, for war p lanes—if p ro­ 
du ced in su fficient nu mber—may insu re con­ 
tinu ed p eace in the Americas. Dictators, who are 
p nmov ed by right or reason, are still resp ectfu l 
o f force, and this cou ntry ’s winged might may 
be the most p otent force in bringing to an end 
the p resent world conflagration. 


SAFETY AS A DEFENSE MEASURE 
It may sou nd ridicu lou s at first to su ggest 
that Americans ow’e to their cou ntry a du ty 
to tak e care of themselv es. Bu t it is so. 
Certainly a man ou ght to try to p lay safe 
In his occu p ation, in his recreation, and at home, 
for the sak e of himself and his family , for ev ery 
comp elling and p ersonal reason. 
Yet we k now that they do not. The mou nting 
toll of au to and other accident deaths is p roof 
p ositiv e that disregard of hu man life is by no 
fcieans confined to war. We modems tend to 
regard hu man life lightly . 
That tendency mu st be resisted. Hu man life 
Is p reciou s. It is tru e that it is horrible to p ou r 
it ou t on the altar of the war god. Why mu st 
this be done? Becau se man seems not y et to 
hav e fou nd a way to av oid it. 
The annu al toll of accHents is, howev er, an­ 
other matter. Here the way to av oid it is clear. 
Care and thou ght are all that are req u ired. 
Nobody think s it good or necessary that life 
fhou ld be cru shed ou t of hu man bodies in the 
jmok ing w T ecks of au tomobiles or the su dden 
$hock of indu strial accidents. The way to av oid 
them is clear. The way to av ert the toll of 
|v ar is not y et clear. 
So ev ery citizen owes a dou ble obligation 
to be carefu l. He alway s owed an obligation 
to himself and others near to him. Now he ow'es 
an additional obligation to his fellow-Americans. 
The hand stretching stiffly ou t of the WTeck of 
en au tomobile mak es no shells, assembles no 
bombers. We cannot sp are ou r sk ill, ou r sp irit, 
ou r liv es. 
The National Safety Congress Is meeting In 
Chicago nex t month to mak e an all-ou t attack 
on accidents that are hamp ering the defense 
•p rogram. They are a real handicap . America’s 
p rodu ction wou ld be immeasu rably increased if 
time lost du e to accidents cou ld be eliminated. 
Is it stu p id to stress this when men are 
being mowed down by thou sands in Eu rop e ? 
We don’t think so. An ev il comp ou nded by a 
fu rther ev il is ju st so mu ch greater. In the 
case of accidents, their elimination ev en help s 
to halt the greater ev il of war so mu ch sooner. 
In one sense, we mu st dare for freedom to­ 
day . In another, ou r best serv ice to freedom is 
to p lay it safe.

CONF USE D A S TO ME A NING OF 
DE MOCR A TIC P R INCIP LE S 
An adv ocate of ou r p articip ating in foreign 
wars writes, “No one hates wars any worse than 
I do . . . bu t I do not hate wars to the ex tent 
that I will p rostitu te the p rincip les for which 
ou r gov ernment stands, and I will again fight, 
not only here on ou r own soil, bu t will go to 
the fou r corners of the world to fight for the 
American flag and the p rincip les of which the 
flag is an emblem.” 
Of cou rse, this man does not mean what he 
say s. If he wants to go to the fou r corners of 
the earth to fight, there is nothing in the world 
to p rev ent him. What he p robably means to say 
is that he wants other p eop le to be comp elled to 
go to war to reform the world in the manner that 
the majority wants it reformed if he and the 
majority so desire. Bu t that is not the p rincip le 
of a tru e democracy —a gov ernment with the con­ 
sent of all the gov erned, not ju st a mere majority . 
The same contribu tor u ses the metap hor of 
a man p assing by a help less dog and not giv ing 
assistance. The inference is that Ru ssia and Eng­ 
land are help less and withou t gu ilt, as the help less 
dog is rep resented. Again, he u ses another figu re 
of sp eech. He lik ens ou r not entering Eu rop e’s 
wars as to sitting in one’s p arlor and throu gh a 
p late glass window seeing a fiend ou traging a 
help less woman. Bu t an American u nder ou r 
p resent conditions is not lik e the man at ease 
sitting in his p arlor with nothing to do. He 
shou ld be a v ery bu sy man and only be sitting 
in his p arlor for rest. He shou ld be work ing, or 
fighting if y ou p lease, against the forces in ou r 
own cou ntry that are at work destroy ing the 
p rincip le of eq u ality before the law and rap idly 
bringing on ou rselv es the same op p ression from 
gov ernment as we wou ld go in foreign lands to 
fight. No, we are not or shou ld not be lik e the 
man sitting in his p arlor. The inference also Is 
that England and Ru ssia are as help less and 
defenseless and as honest as a beau tifu l Chris­ 
tian woman. 
No,' it is not a metap hor that is p arallel. If 
we wou ld tak e down ou r tariff walls and immi­ 
gration laws as we shou ld if we want to help 
reform and help the rest of the world and let 
p eop le come to this cou ntry and trade with this 
cou ntry , then we wou ld be p erforming the Chris­ 
tian acts. Bu t to contend that we hav e a div ine 
right to the u se of the natu ral elements giv en to 
u s by God and p rev ent other p eop le from shar­ 
ing them on the same terms and then claim we 
shou ld p rotect them by force from their p light, 
du e largely to ou r own arbitrary laws is to mak e 
a mock ery ou t of ou r k indness and righteou sness. 
The man sitting in his p arlor, p rotected by 
tariff and immigration laws, of cou rse, is worried 
abou t the condition of the rest of the world, if he 
has any conscience. His conscience shou ld hu rt 
him. Bu t he can nev er bring abou t p eace, harmony 
and p rosp erity in the rest of the world by force 
while he is u sing force at home that cau ses 
force to be ex erted abroad. 
We can p rov e any thing by metap hors that are

A MOCKE R Y A ND A TR A V E STY 
To hav e the President of the United States 
accep t an honorary p ost at the head of the Bill 
of Rights celebration to be held December 15 
for the 150th anniv ersary of the adop tion of the 
Bill of Rights is a mock ery and a farce. 
If there has been any body in the United 
States who has help ed destroy the Bill of Rights, 
it is President Roosev elt.

It look s as if the two p arties Will hav e to 
realign themselv es on the war-or-p eace issu e, 
trading a lot of leaders in the p rocess, if tfcey 
are to giv e the v oters a 1942 issu e the v oters can 
u nderstand. 
Ou r belief is that in Nov ember, 1942, most 
of the v otes in the West, Middle West and 
Northeast will be look ing for isolationists to 
v ote for regardless of p arty labels, and for inter­ 
v entionists to crack down on. It look s dou btfu l 
that the two old p arties can su rv iv e in their 
p resent form the terrific strains imp osed on 
them by the war-or-p eace disp u te.

Fellow Citizens: 
I hav e ju st listened to President 
Roosev elt’s “Freedom of the Seas” 
sp eech. 
I hav e been listening to his 
sp eeches for 13 y ears. 
I first heard him p lace in nom­ 
ination A1 Smith and thou ght his 
was the only sp eech at the con­ 
v ention worth listening to. Fou r 
y ears afterward in 1932 when he 
was for the first time candidate 
for President I listened to sev ­ 
eral v ery fine sp eeches deliv ered 
at v ariou s p oints in his camp aign.

war? 
Abou t 
a y ear 
ago Mr. 
Roosev elt tu rned ov er fifty Am­ 
erican war ship s to Great Britain. 
Since then he has forced throu gh 
Congress a bill ap p rop riating bil­ 
lions of dollars to be giv en at 
his discretion to any and all who 
wou ld fight Germany . 
If this is not mak ing war then 
I do not u nderstand what mak ­ 
ing war means. If Mr. Roosev elt 
had the right to, withou t consu lt­ 
ing Congress, giv e, sell, or trade 
to Britain any p art of ou r nav y , 
he also had the right if his de­ 
sires so inclined him, to do the 
same to Germany , Jap an or any 
other nation.

And y et we 
whimp er abou t “freedom of the 
seas”. 
Ru nning a block ade su b­ 
jects the ship try ing it to cap tu re 
or sink ing if cau ght, bu t break ing 
a block ade by military force is 
War, no matter by what sp eciou s 
falsehood disgu ised! 
Now I do not k now bu t it is 
to America’s interest to go to war 
against 
Germany ; 
many 
good 
Americans so believ e. 
I, after v iewing the resu lts of 
ou r last misadv entu re into Eu ro­ 
p ean affairs, can not bu t think 
that we shou ld hav e remained 
neu tral and that ou r entry into 
this war will p rov e the most dis­ 
astrou s thing we hav e ev er done.

elections only at the national con 
v entions of which this y ear’s is 
the first in 30 y ears. 
In describing Green as

ostensibly

v ising the constitu tion of Scal- 
ise’s u nion. That constitu tion in 
the rev ised condition is at once 
a hilariou s trav esty and an ev il 
writ, bu t Padway admits that 
he got the $1000 from Scalise 
and that he, too, certified to the 
dep artment of ju stice that, Scal­ 
ise was a man of good character 
in an effort to obtain a p resi­ 
dential p ardon for a man who 
was ev en then one of the most 
sp ectacu lar crook s, thou gh not 
necessarily the worst in the en­ 
tire history of the u nion rack et.

Green attemp ted to link the 
u nfortu nate 
rank -and-file 
v ic­ 
tims of criminal u nion 
bosses 
with the crook s who p rey u p on 
them and to mak e it ap p ear that 
an attack 'on the criminals is 
an attack on the work ers and 
an attemp t to lower their econ­ 
omic standards. It will be seen, 
howdv er, I believ e, that Green, 
himself, is an enemy
